today, shook the countryside and 
Jastern Baltimore. like’“an earth- 
quake, and jeopardized the lives of 
200 persans, who had gathered to 
see the monster flyer. 

The dirigible, bound .from Cape 
May, N. J.-to Washington, and com- 
manded by Lieutenant N. J. Learned, 
with a crew of six men and two 
passengers, Minded on the camp field 
to repair the rudder. The explo- 
sion followed shortly afterwards and 
flames and blazin& frdgments scat- 
tered over the heads of the crowds 
burning and injuring seventy-five 
persons, mdstly’ womén and _chil- 
drén. The dirigible immediately 
burst into flame. 

According té the commander, the 
explosion was due to rapid expan- 
sion from heat. 

Several persons were blown twen- 
ty or thirty feet by the force of the 
explosion, and houses a mile away 
were shaken and windows. broken. 
The air was filled with gas fumes. 

Lieutenant Learned was in the of- 
fice of the camp adjutant communi- 
cating withthe navy department-in 
Washington when the explosion 
nearly took him off his feet. The

What Senators Désire. 


I outlined -in these dispatches a 
few days:ago just what these bal- 
ance of power senators wanted.

They did 
not want to amend the treaty and 
thus throw it: back into a conference 
of the signatory nations. 

They want to give a little more 
definite explanation of the Monroe 
doctrine as a purely American poli- 
ey. The treaty recognizes the doc-

Can his 
friends and advisers convince him 
of the wisdom of such a course? 
The president must win the sup- 
port of a goodly number of repub- 
lican senators. Will he treat with 
them as. friends, or will he attempt 
to drive them as enemies?
